NO BANNING, PLEASE 

I agree with Mr. Shocket’s opinion 
in“Bodyslams and Pinfalls” (February 
1977). I feel that all the fuss about 
banning certain maneuvers is silly. As 
long as the hold or maneuver requires 
no foreign objects or karate, then it 
should be legal. 

Banning holds like the piledriver, 
figure-four leglock, sleeper hold, etc. 
would indeed be tragic. What if the 
different commissions started banning 
all kinds of holds, just because some 
wrestler complained about them? 
Soon wrestling would have no 
excitement and become very boring. 

The wrestlers who complain that 
certain holds are too dangerous 
obviously do not know how to execute 
them or counter them. I say a wrestler 
had better know his opponent inside 
out and be prepared to counter any 
move. he uses before climbing in the 
ring. 

I have seen the controversial 
piledriver used several times, and not 
once has the victim been truly hurt. 
The piledriver, if executed properly, is

Bruno Sammartino had wrestled 
Executioner #1 a few months back. 
Bruno won the match. It took him 
14:53 to do so. 

One month later, Jay was facing 
Executioner #1. That was not so 
uncommon an event. Strongbow often 
wrestled the same men Bruno did, or 
so it seemed. If anyone had bothered to 
check at this point, they might have 
discovered the first indication of Jay 
and Bruno’s competition. 

Chief Strongbow was in excellent 
form that night. He easily defeated 
Executioner #1 in 13:57. As soonas the 
match was completed, he checked with 
the timekeeper to confirm the exact 
time. “I won in 13 minutes and 57 
seconds,” Jay¥mumbled to himself.

Strongbow had thought no one had 
heard him mumbling to himself.

By now the reporter had figured out 
what was happening, It was time for 
the confrontation. 

The reporter followed Jay back to 
the dressing room. He asked the 
wrestler if he could talk to him for a 
few minutes.

opened their morning news- 
papers on December 7, 1976, they had 
the shock of their lives. There in bold 
letters it said, “Rhodes Stops Funk To 
Capture Title.” 

According to the article, Dusty had 
captured the NWA title from Terry 
Funk the previous night in a Texas 
Bull Rope Match at the West Palm 
Beach Auditorium. 

Alas for fans of Dusty, the news item 
was not quite accurate. 

An over-anxious newspaper 
reporter, eager to see Terry Funk lose 
the championship, phoned in the news 
item along with other results to his 
publication, thinking that was indeed 
was happened. But in his zeal to report 
the end of Terry’s reign, the reporter 
failed to collect all the facts. If he had, 
that headline would never have been 
written. 

Being the main event, the match 
between Funk and Rhodes was the 
final battle of the night. As soon as the 
reporter saw Dusty’s hand being raised 
in victory, he assumed the title had 
changed hands. But that was not the 
way things worked out. 

In the NWA, the title can only 
change hands ina straight match. This 
night, Terry and Dusty battled in a 
Texas Bull Rope match. Therefore, it 
did not qualify as a title match. Dusty 
may have won the title, but he never 
had the opportunity to win the belt. 

Thousands of fans called the 
newspaper demanding to know more 
details. They were thrilled to read that 
their hero, Dusty Rhodes, had finally 
won the championship, just before the 
end of the bicentennial year. But by 
that time, the newspaper’s error had 
been discovered, and they had to print 
a retraction to the story.

“Tomorrow night, in Cobo Arena, 
right here in this sewer of a city called 
Detroit,” Funk told the television 
audience, “I am going to give a 
thrashing to an inferior creature called 
Bobo Brazil. I hope all of my fans—all 
those true Americans who really know 
what this great’ country stands for— 
will be there to cheer me on to 
victory.” 

Terry then paused for a brief 
instant, although his eyes never once 
wavered from the camera. Once again 
his mouth twisted into a sinister smirk. 
“Here is my pledge to you: Bobo 
Brazil, or any other so-called human 
being like him, will win my title only 
over my dead boby! Goodnight, and 
may God bless you and yours.” 

There were only a handful of people 
present in the television studio to hear 
Funk’s ugly statement. Some were 
openly resentful. All were shocked. 
Terry showed no remorse as he and 
five members of his entourage left the 
studio, climbed into a waiting 
limousine, and sped down Woodward 
Avenue. 

It wasn’t until the car had become 
no more than a speck on the Motor 
City’s smoggy horizon before anyone 
found the strength to talk. “That man 
is no champion,” said a local

sportswriter. That simple sentence 
summed up the feelings of all present. 

Yes, it takes more than a belt 
fashioned from gold to make a 
champion. It is a lesson Terry Funk 
has yet to learn. 

The next evening, Cobo Arena was 
filled to capacity for Detroit’s first 
world championship match in 
many years. People had come from all 
parts of Michigan just to see the 
match—college students from East 
Lansing and Ann Arbor, blacks from 
the inner city, farmers, auto workers, 
young and old, black and white. The 
crowd was a smaller version of the 
United States itself. And not one 
person in the crowd—not one—had 
come to cheer for Terry Funk. 

Bobo Brazil was the first man to 
make his way towards the ring. The 
crowd rose and gave the big man from 
Benton Harbor a cheer nearly shaking 
the building’s foundation. A few 
moments later Terry Funk strode 
down the aisle. More than 20,000 lungs 
combined to form the sound ofa giant 
boo. Funk merely waved and smiled. 
Perhaps in his own mind he really did 
believe he was being cheered. 

The introduction and _pre-bout 
formalities were carried out quickly 
and the match began.

about one another. 

“Greg and | have a means of 
communication—like a short- 
hand—that only we understand.

These men must be protected. 
Officials know these men can be 
shackled without the fans raising 
any protest. Instead, the fans 
celebrate when these heroes are 
treated like villains. The best tag 
teams inthe sport are being crippled 
by scared commissions and 
simplistic referees, The only ones 
who can prevent this and save the 
sport are those fans more intelligent 
than a carrot. 

Instead of booing the greats, as 
most people now do, these men 
should be greeted with cheers. The 
whines of crybaby tag teams should 
be treated with justly deserved 
contempt. From now on, when a tag 
team is accused of cheating by 
“popular” tag teams, think a 
moment. Then you'll realize there’s 
no real reason to condemn these 
men whose only crime is being 
better than their opponents. 

The fate of tag team wrestling is 
in the hands of fans everywhere. 
Students of wrestling history can 
only shudder at that prospect. Fans 


have always sided with ones who 
make excuses instead of victories, 
cheering losers because these 
clowns claim to be “‘scientific.’”
